z quiſite that competent pꝛoviſion be made, that they be not expoſed to the intolerable 

Re) 6/5, avarice of Bakers, Biewers, Innholders, Butchers, and Sellers ok Uictuals, 
8 who not contented with realonable pꝛofit in Uttering and Selling of Uictnals with⸗ 
in Our Dommons, and ſpecially within the Uerge of Our Houthold, will (as Me 
ARA e have cauſe to doubt if not timelp fozewarned) unlawfully cract and demand unrea- 
konable and ertreme prices fo2 Uncuals, Hozſe-meat and other nece{{ar.cs, above the prices they were 
ſold at befoze Dur coming into thoſe parts; And koꝛ the better colouring thereof pretend ſcarcity, and 
linde 02 withdꝛaw from the Markets their Stozes of Uictuals on purpoſe co encreale the pzires: There⸗ 
Foꝛe to pꝛevent ſuch Eractions by the afozeſard Sellers ok Uictuals towards Dur Servants, Train and 
Duiters attending Our Court, and all Our loving Subjects in oz near thoſe parts where We {Hall 
paſs, oꝛ wherein Wie Mall make Our abode, Our will and pleaſure is, And by che advice of Our P21vy 
Council We do hereby ſtreightly charge andcommand, That no manner of perſon oꝛ perſons now uling, 
oꝛ Wh ch accuſtomavly have uled, oꝛ (hall uſe , oꝛ of right ought to uſe to ſerve any City, 25020ugh> 
Town oꝛ other place where Our Ropal repoſe o2 Reſidence hall re, o2 ellewhere within the Urrge of 
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Town 02 other place where Our Nopal repoſe oꝛ Reſidence wall re, oꝛ elſewhere within the Uerge of 
Our hauſhold, either within Libertics 02 without, with any kind of Cozn, Uictuals o2 other neceſſa⸗ 


rits, either upon the Parket-day oz at any other time, hall be any thing the moze remiſs 02 lack in bzing- 
ing 02 ſelling their pꝛoviſlon, then they oz any of them heretokoꝛe have been, noz Wall uſe any colour o2 
crafc either in hiding oz laying aſide their Cozn, Uictuais, Hozie-meat, oꝛ any other ſuch necefſaries; 
whereby the p2oviſion of the Market may be diminilhed, oꝛ We oz Pur Servants and other Subjects 
(ould not be as well ſerved, and as plentcouſly furniched in every behalt as thoſe parts may affozd. 
And We do further ſtreightiy charge and command all the afozeſaid Sellers ef any manner of Uictual, 
that they (cli the ſame fo2 a reaſonable pꝛice, having reſpect to the pꝛice that luch Uicuals are ſold at in 
the places adjoyning, lo that they take but moderate gains reaſonably to be required, accoꝛding to the 
diſtance of the place from whence the ſaid Uictuals are carried; And allo that they uſe no kalle oꝛ deceit⸗ 
ful Weights o2 Meaſures, but in all things ſtrictly keep the Aſlize appointed by Law. And if any per⸗ 
ſon oz perſons, of what Eſtate oꝛ degree loc ver he oz they be, Wall offend in any of the pzemiſſes, upon 
Coinplaint thereof to Us made, We will not onely cauſe the Offenders to be ſeverely puniſhed by a ſpey- 
dy pꝛolecution in Dur Courts of Zaw belonging to Our Houſhold; But koꝛ a further redꝛels will 
cauſe reaſonable pꝛices of all Uinuals to be ſold in thoſe parts, to be let and tered accoꝛding to the Statute 
made in the Five and twentieth year of King Henry the 2, under ſuch penalties as (hall deter all perſons 
from tranſgreſſing foꝛ the future. And laſtly, We do by this Our Royal Pꝛoclamation ſtreightly charge 
and command all Our Officers of Dur Grecacloth, Our Juſtices of the Peace, Our Clerk of the 
Market, his Deputy oꝛ Deputics, Mayozs, Bapliſts, Sheriffs, Conſtables, and all other Pur Offt- 
ters of Cities, Bozoughs, Hundzeds, Towns oꝛ places within the Uerge of Dur Houlhold where- 
focver the ſame all be, as well Within Liberfies as without, and every of them from time to time 


toꝛtions Exactions and umcaſonabie Enhancing of pꝛices by Sellers of Uutuals and of all unlawful oꝛ 


perlons as ſhall offend herein, accoꝛding to Law.
